- Upon this book Mr. Pearson is said to have 
been engaged for a long term of years, and 
there can be no doubt that the ideas set 
forth in it have gradually-taken possession 
of the writer until they have become a con- 
viction. But many of the chapters appear 
to have been written recently, containing; as 
they do apparently, illusions to recent 
events; and in spite of the seriousness of the 
subject and the conviction that the author 
is a man of sincerity, the tone is sometimes 
casual and the expressions used colloquial.

writing this book is not that of the agnostic, 
the pessimist, or the willful heretic. He 
writes to reassure those whom the spirit of 
the time has won from the worship of tra- 
dition, as he believes it to be, those who are 
emerging from ‘“‘ the mesmeric influence of 
special education.” 
He starts out with an appeal to good sense, 
that is, to so much knowledge as men pos- 
sess. He says: 


and makes it absolutely incapable of free 
and rational action in reference to some 
subject, we should at once pronounce many 
biblical narratives as: false. 

“The gospels,’’ he affirms, ‘‘ themselves 
contain the principles by which the church 
works out its redemption. They assert the 
supremacy of the reason and conscience over 
law and tradition.’’ 

Reason, he concludes, defeats the theory of 
Christ’s miraculous birth; reason confutes 
the miracle; it will not support the theory | 
of the trinity; it rejects the idea of transub- 
stantiation; it makes impossible the belief 


sion into heaven of Jesus, son of Joseph. 

There is nothing new in all this, and if Mr. 
Pearson has a reason for stating his belief, 
-it is that he may do so as one whose life is 
still inspired by the philosophy of Christ, 
and who believes that though Christians are 
numerically far from being ‘the greatest 
body of religionists upon the earth, they are 
nevertheless those who know the most of 
happiness, aspiration, and truth. 


Brighter Day for Religion. 


In regard to the decay of supernaturalism 
he says: 
_“ The decline of this spurious glory will be 
the beginning’ of a new epoch in the real 
power of the life of Jesus in the world. We 
are not, as some timid persons seem to think, 
waking upon the sunset of faith, but are wit- 
nessing the sunrise of an immeasurably 
more glorious day, a millennium in which 
religion will not be an affair of one day in 
seven in the church, but of every day and 
every place; in which men will not serve with 
lip and knee ohly, not say ‘ Lord, Lord,’ and 
neglect justice and mercy, but one in which 
the spirit of Christ will_be carried into the 
everyday ‘life, into all the industries, all the 
business, and all the governments of the 
world.’’ 

The reader must, in view of these senti- 
ments, absolve the author from all deliberate 
impiety, and recognize the fact that neither 
egotism nor bravado inspire his open here- 
sies. 


Miracle a Figurative Lesson..: 


In regard to the birth of Jesus he has writ- 
ten at length, and from his argument for 
the natural conditions of that event the fol- 
lowing sentences are quoted: 

“The doctrine of the immacull&te concep- 
tion of Jesus by the holy spirit is a figurative 
» way of expressing one of the most important 
fof all truths—viz.: that a pure birth is need- 
ful to a healthful life. 

“ Both Matthew and Luke agree in tracing 
‘the descent of Jesus through his father, 
Joseph. This is evident testimony that in 
The earlier historic period there was no doubt 
that Jesus was the son of Joseph, since 
otherwise Joseph's descent would have been 
altogether unimportant. . 

“At the Reformation, Protestantism cut 
down the ranker growth of superstition, but 
it did not destroy its roots. In leaving the 
legends about the birth and miracles of 
Jesus it retains the germs of every other 
wild exaggeration of the Acta Sanctorum. 
The life of Jesus in the gospel implies a 
similar life of the Blessed Virgin Mary, and 
that, a legend of Mary’s mother, St. Anne.”’ 


Signs of Rationalistic Idea. _ 


‘That the rationalistic idea has taken com- 
plete possession of Proféssor Pearson is evi- 
dent from stich sentences as these: 

“The reticence of his biographers has 
doubtless, upon the whole, contributed to 
the fame of Jesus. 

“In all probability Jesus was not a very

“Tam glad that we do not know more of 
the routine portion of the life of Jesus than 
we do. Iam glad that we do not know more 
of Shakspeare.”

NEGLECT FOR DEAF PUPILS 


TAUGHT IN DAMP BASEMENT OF 
WICKER PARK SCHOOL. 


Rheumatism and Other Diseases Re- 
sult from Unsanitary Conditions 
and Many Fear Loss of Sight— 
Trustee Vopicka Reports Condi- 
tions to School Board, Which 
Blames Teachers for Not Offering 
Protest. 


Fifteen deaf and dumb children have been 
housed in a damp, foul, and ill-lighted base- 
ment at the Wicker Park School for several 
years, according to a report made to the 
Buildings and Grounds committee of the 
Board of Education yesterdey by Trustee 
Charles J. Vopicka. At the same timea pro- 
test from the parents was received. Rheu- 
matism and other diseases are said to have 
been contracted by the helpless children. 

Trustee Vopicka characterized the care of 
.these children as “ shamefully negligent,” 
. and said their teacher should be called before | 
‘the board and reproved for not having pro- 
tested against the conditions. 


Threatens Children’s Sight. 

“It is a shame to have those children 
there,” he said, “‘ without light or fresh air. 
They have been deprived by nature of one 
of the most useful senses, hearing, and now 
their surroundings are ruining the most im- 
portant sense left to them—sight. In this 
small basement room there are but two 
8x5-foot windows, admitting little light. 
Gas is burned all day. Ffom other parts of 
the basement disagreeable odors penetrate 
to the room. The children have suffered 
from rheumatism, colds, and general ill- 
health which, it is apparent, result from 
their environments. 

**I believe the principal and teacher. in 
that school ought to b® called in here to 
explain why they have not made a protest. 
I am sure we never would have allowed such 
a thing to happen if it had been called to our 
attention. Something must be done right 
away.” 


Orders a Change at Once. 


The committee members were aroused by 
this statement, especially as it was made 
emphatic by a petition from a number of 
residents in the district. ' They called in 
Architect Mundie and ordered him to fit up 
‘@ room in the school at once where there 
should. be plenty of light and fresh air. 
They then decided to have Superintendent 
Cooley interview Miss Agnes Brown, princi- 
pal of the school, and the teacher of the 
children as to why they haf not reported the 
conditions. 

For two years past the Board of Educa- 
tion has been listening to protests against 
the condition of branch schools conducted 
in rented buildings. Recently it was an- 
nounced that the new schoo! biuldings erect- 
ed would provide seating space so that the 
objectionable branches could be closed. The

I do not rank all the so- 
called reform Aldermen as good Aldermen, 
but the majority of men in that Council are 
| honest. 

“There are many influences which may 
work on an Alderman. If he remains in 
the Council any length of time he makes 
friends among the Aldermen, and you will 
find members voting as their friends want 
them to in certain instances. The Alder- 
man may be perfectly honest in his vote, and 
he may not have been influenced by anything 
but the wish of a friend. This friend may 
have been unduly influenced and there you 
have the two men equally condemned for 
voting for the same measure. 

“ The subcommittee proposition always has 
been a dangerous one. There you have to 
depend upon the chairman of the full com- 
mittee.

Youngster 10 Years Old, the Principal

Willie Koeller, 10 years old, told a jury yes- 
ter@ what he knew of the charge that his 
father, Edward Koeller, kicked his mother to 
death. The murder trial of Edward Koeller, 
North Side policeman, and William Koeller, 
uncle of the boy, progressed rapidly, with the 
little boy as principal witness. Judge Dunne 
is hearing the case. 

The murder was committed at 136 Racine 
avenue. The Coroner’s physician earlier in 
the course of the present trial testified that 
he never saw a human body so bruised and 
broken as was the body of this alleged vic- 
tim of the fury of her husband and her hus- 
band’s brother.

CABINET TALK OF AFFAIR, 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special. ]}— 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Root are 
moving with great caution in regard to the 
prospective ptnishment by retirement or 
otherwise of Lieutenant General Miles. 

His case occupied the entire attention of 
the Cabinet today, and the sentiment of the 
President’s advisers was practically unani- 
mous to the effect that the General was a 
disturbing element in: the army, and that 
as long as he remained there would be con- 
stant friction of a serious character. 


Opposes Punishment. 

At the same time, it was evident to the 
members of the Cabinet that an attempt to 
punish the General because of his testimony 
. before the committee would certainly be re- 
‘sented in Congress as an infringement upon 
the constitutional right of the legislative 
branch of the government to send for per- 
sons and papers and inform itself as to the 
needs of the country. 

Several members of both Houses of Con- 
gress advised the President that thas he 
not sustain him in any action by w he 
could assume to punish or even to rebuke 
his subordinates for appearing before a 
Congressional committee when asked to do 
so and giving testimony upon any branch of 
the government in which they were particue - 
larly interested. 


May Charge Lobbying. 

The members of the Cabinet and the Presi- 
dent himself were inclined to take the view 
that General Miles’ statement to the com- 
mittee was privileged, but there is addi- 
tional evidence to the effect that he has been 
lobbying on thé floor of the Senate against 
the bill for a general staff, which bears the 
name of Secretary Root, but which, as every 
one knows, represents the personal views 


General’s Fate Is in Doubt. 

Whether General Miles will be placed upon 
the retired list by the President or whether 
some other means will be found to discipline 
him has not yet finally been determined, but 
the President in coming to a decision in the 
matter will not attach much imoprt&nce to 
the precise language of General Miles before 
the committee yesterday or to the contention 
that he was pfivileged to speak his mind 
freely, having been asked to appear before 
the committee by its chairman, General 
Hawley. | 

The main fact of the controversy isthe as- 
sertion that General Miles has been disloyal 
to the administration, and insubordinate, a’ 
mischief-maker, and a nuisdnce for nearly 
four years, and that he has been a thorn in 
the side of the President and Secretary of 
War of at least oné Democratic administra- 


tion. 
Must Be Suppressed. 

The President and Secretary of War feel 
that the Lieutenant General’s continued in- 
subordination tends to break down the dis- 
cipline and good order of the army and the 
War department, and they have about come 
to the conclusion that he must be sup- 
pressed. 

It may be this will be accomplished by the 
publication of the correspondence that 
passed between the President and General 
Miles a few weeks ago, when the General 
made an application to be sent to the Philip- 
pines to supersede General Chaffee and sup-. 
press the insurrection there without blood« 
shed and according to a little plan of hisown, 
the outlines of which he gave to the Presi- 
dent. 

Denies Threat to Resign, 

“The newspapers have misquoted my 
statements before the committee,” said Gen- 
eral Miles today. “‘I did not say I would 
resign from the army if the Root bill became 
a law. I did state to one of the Senators 
that I might as well go on the retired list 
if the measure under consideration were 
enacted by Congress. This is quite differen§ 
from saying that I would resign. 

‘‘T have no intention to ask for retirement, 
I do not expect to be forced to make such @ 
request.

GOSSIP OF CAPITAL CITY. 


Washington, D. C., March 21. 
This was a busy day for the statesmen at 
the Capitol, and measures of vast impor- 
tance to the people

Measures Passed passed the 
by Congress, war ‘revente act 
which relieves the 


people of about $70,000,000 of taxes every 
year. This bill already has been passed by 
the House. The changes.made by the Sen- 
ate are almost entirely in the way of im- 
provement in the phraseology and in the ad- 
ministrative feature of the act: 

All of the distinctive war revenue taxation 
is wiped out, except the special tax on bucket 
shops, which is to be retained purely as a 
police measure. The differences between 
the two Houses are not at all radical, so the 
revenue repeal bill will become a law with- 
in a short time. - 

The Senate also passed the bill for the 
protection of the President. This measure 
was passed by a vote of 52 to 15, those in 
the opposition being almost exclusively the 
‘strict construction Democrats, reinforced by 
Mr. McCumber, the only Republican who 


voted against the bill, while a large percen- 


tage of Democrats, including men like 
Cockrell, Clark of Montana, Foster of 
Louisiana, Vest of Missouri, Heltfeld of 
Idaho, and’ Martin -of Virginia, voted with 
the Republicans, and thus eliminated all 
questions of party policy from the question. 
While the Senate was so busily engaged, 
the House was employed in rushing through 
the great river and harbor bill, which was 
passed finally without the necessity of a 
record vote. 
Taking the two Houses together this aft- 
ernoon cost the taxpayers about $130,000,000 
because, while the Senate took off $70,000,000 
taxes, the House added $60,000,000 of river 
and harbor budget.

Under section 3, imprisonment not exceed- 
ing twent} years is made the penalty for aid- 
ing, abetting, advising, or counseling the 
murder of*a President or King, and it is 
provided in a subsequent section that any 
one who advises the killing of the President 
by written or spoken words shall be punished 
by Imprisonment not exceeding ten years.

President shall be punished by imprisonment 
not exceeding ten years. It also is provided 
that any person who knowingly aida In tne 
escape of a person killing or attempting to 
kill a President shall be punished as a prin- 
| cipal, even although the real offender may 
escape entirely. 

Special provision is also made that any 
person who has conspired to commit the 
crime of murder of any sovereign may be 
indicted and convicted separately, even al- 
though the other persons to the conspiracy 
may not be punished at all.

Senate Philippine Committee Decides 
Upon a Distinct Coinage System 
in Far East. 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special. ]— 
Although the Senate Philippine committee 
probably will not be ready for two or three 
weeks to report the bill now under prepara- 
tion establishing a complete civil govern- 
ment for the archipelago, it is known that 
one of the most important features of that 
measure has been virtually decided upon. 

This feature relates to the establishment 
of a distinct coinage system for the Philip- 
pine Islands by Congress and involves the 
responsibility of this government placing the 
erg of the islands on an American silver 

The subcommittee having this work in 
charge—Messrs. Allison and Beveridge, Re- 
publicans, and Dubois, Democrat—has about 
completed its task, which has been prose- 
euted carefully and cautiously. They will 
not talk about the matter in detail, although 
they do not deny that they have about 
reached an agreement and are ready to re- 
port to the full committee. 

Senator Lodge, chairman of the commit- 
tee, says he feels certain the subcommittee’s 
recommendation will be accepted, and it is, 
‘therefore, safe to assert that the silver 
standard will be established by this govern- 
ment in the Philippines.

COURT CHANGES A DECISION. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 
MANILA, March 21.—Before the court- 
martial today Major Waller, accused of exe- 
cuting natives of Samar without trial, plead- 
ed not guilty to the charge of murder but 
admitted that he had ordered eleven rebels 
His counsel entered an exception to 


thought.” Major Waller conceded that he 
was absolutely in his right senses at the time. 


Why Natives Were Shot. 

The taking of testimony then began. Cap- 
tain Robert H. Dunlap of the marine corps 
testified that he received information from 
Lieutenant Gridley and Sergeant Quick re- 
garding the arrival at Cargadores of pris- 
oners who, while on the march across the 
island, ate roots and parts of plants and re- 
fused to assist the marines by giving them 
similar food. He reported the facts to Major 
Waller, who was lying in a cot, and who 
ordered Lieutenant Day totake the prisoners 
and have them shot. 

The witness said Major Waller was not 
excited and had personally expressed the 
opinion that the men should be shot. 

Captain Arthur T. Marix of the marine 
corps, representing Major Waller, objected 
to the evidence of Dr. Love. who had testi- 
fied regarding the sanity of Major Waller at 
the time, claiming that his fitness for duty 
was a matter for the defensealone. Hecon- 
ceded that Major Waller gave the orders 
while in his right senses. 


Court Reverses Its Decision. 

The mixed court-martial, when it resumed 
its sessions today, reversed its previous de- 
cision on the plea in bar offered by counsel 
for the Major. This plea was to the effect 
that a mixed court had no jurisdiction, inas- 
much as that after the acts alleged to have 
been committed Major Waller was regular- 
ly relieved of army duty and permitted to 
return to his marine duty without any ac- 
cusation having been made against him. 
The court originally decided that this point 
was well taken. Today, as stated above, 
it reversed its decision and ordered that 
Major Waller be placed on trial for viola- 
tion of the fifteenth article of war,

CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS 
WRITES INDORSING IDEA. 


Proposition to Make Retiring Chief 


Executives Members of Upper House 


for Life, Adwanced Recently by 
John Bigelow, Indorsed by Boston 
Man—Says Nation Would Profit by 
Experience, Abilities, and Patriot- 
ism of Great Men. 


New York, March 21,—[Special.]—John 
Bigelow’s letter, which ,was recently pub- 
iished in support of the plan of making ex# 
Presidents of the United States Senators-at- 
large for life, has drawn from Charles Fran- 
cis Adams the further indorsement which 
follows: 

“The plan, as you explain it, of ‘ graduat- 
ing ex-Presidents directly into the federal 


Senate for life,’ is one which has long been , 


a favorite theory with me. It is a method 
of political, utilization of valuable material 
otherwise lost, which entirely commends it- 


self to my judgment. 


“The best way always in considering such 
a proposition is to look at it historically. 
Consider, therefore, for a moment what 
would have been the practical result had this 
theory been ingrafted into the original con- 
stitution; what has been the result from its 
not being ingrafted there. 


Effect Had Rule Been Adopted. 

“Had it been ingrafted there, Washing- 
¢on would have been an ex-officio member of 
the Senate for three years. John Adams 
would have been one for twenty-five years, 
Jefferson would have been one for seventeen 
years. I cannot, from memory, speak in 
regard to Monroe and Madison. They both 
would have been Senators for a number of 
years. That they would have been valuable 
as such goes without saying. . 

“Then follows J. Q. Adams, and, as you 
know, he was in the national councils for 
sixteen years after being retired from the 
Presidential chair. Whether his services 
there were of value or otherwise is not for 
me to say. I think, however, I incur no risk 
in saying that, in the popular judgment and 
from the public point of view, those were 
the most valuable years of his life. 

** Jackson would have been about six years 
a Senator, Van Buren about twenty-two 
years. The terms of office of the succeeding 
Presidents would all have been short. 

‘** Coming at once to more recent days there 
is now but one ex-President alive, another 
having recently died. Few would be found 
in the whole land who would hesitate to say 
that the services of neither Grover Cleve- 
land nor Benjamin Harrison would have 
been detrimental to the public interests were 
one of them in the Senate now, and had the 
other been there until his death. 


Services of Great Men Lost. 

‘“‘ Having, therefore, considered what might 
have been had this scheme been ingrafted 
on the original constitution, let us now con- 
sider what has been. We have lost absolute- 
ly the value of the ripe experience, great 
abilities, and strong sense of patriotism of 
such men as Washington, John Adams, Jef- 
ferson, Madison, Monroe, Jackson, Van 
Buren, Grover Cleveland, and Benjamin 
Harrison. In more than one instance, too, 
these eminent citizens were cut off from 
public utility at the maturity of their powers, 
and during the best years of their lives as 
counselors, while in more than one cage they 
themselves have been not only without oc- 
cupation but practically without means— 
objects, almost, of public charity; in the 
cases of Jefferson and Monroe, indeed, act- 
ually so. i 

No Serious Objection Possible. 

“Such is the historical statement of the 
case. Now, sider for a moment what 
possible injury could result. On the one 
hand, a dignified and adequate provision 
would be made for our ex-Presidents, in such 
a way that the country would be assured 


of their services and counsel. On the other 
hand, experience has shown that there never . 


would have been more than three at the out- 
side Senators for life, and, asa rule, but one. 
Today, for instance, there would be just one, 
and that one ex-President Cleveland. 

“The mere statement of the case seems 
to me to carry eonviction. We all know how. 


| aifficult it is to ingraft anything on to the 


constitution. Nevertheless, the only argu- 
ment that could be advanced against this 
proposition is that the thing never has been, 
therefore it is undesirable it ever should be. 
I submit that this argument is not entitled 
to serious consideration.”

JUSTICES IGNORE CHARGES 
STUFFED PAYROLLS. 


OF 


Letter from President Cole of Citizens’ 
Association Read, but Contents 
Cause No Discussion or Excitement 
-—Salary of Chief Clerk and Two Ex- 
perts Cut Down, the Only Changes 
Made in Collector Fitzgerald’s Re- 
port—Accusations Are Not Proved, 
The South Town board yesterday ignored 

the warning of the Citizens’ association that 

there were men on the payroll who had no 


right to be there, and approved three pay- 
rolls aggregating $8,850. In approving these 


/ rolls, however, the board cut down the sal- 


ary of the chief clerk, J. W. Dunne, from 
$100 to $75 a week, and that of Experts 
Thompson and Gurney from $60 to $50. 

The action of the board was taken after 
the reading of a letter from President George 
E. Cole of the Citizens’ association advising 
the justices that the Executive committee 
of his organization had declined to make a 
showing in the matter. Ir this letter the 
association reiterated its assertion that the 
board was aware that a payroll containing 
187 names for one week “ means graft and 
rakeoff.”’ 

Say Board Has Facts. 

Contjnuing, the letter said: 


“You have at hand every fact needed to |, 


guide you in fixing the number of men neces- 
sary. You know why a large force is re- 
tained. You know a political worker is given 
a two weeks’ job at $60; that he is expected 
to rattle around in that job and draw his $60 
and turn over his book to the next worker, 
who carries on the same performance. He 
is not expected to collect taxes. 

“We did not expect when we directed your 
attention to the rotten condition of affairs 
in your town this year to be called upon to 
argue the matter. Such a request is a subter- 
fuge. Five minutes’ work a day may be a 
foundation for such affidavits as you have 
on file, and that five minutes would be a de- 
fense against the charge of perjury.” 


Justice Everett Talks. 

“Charges made in the first letter of the 
Citizens’ association were based on gener- 
alities,’”’ said Justice Everett, “‘ assuming 
that the payrolls were stuffed. This letter 
is a reiteration of those charges. The asso~- 
ciation admits that some men on the payrolls 
have done service that entitles them to their 
pay. How are we to distinguish between the 
men who worked and those who did not? 

‘They admit that if a man works five min- 
utes he’s entitled to his pay,” said Super- 
visor Norris, “‘ at least that he’s protected 
from the charge of perjury.”’ 

“ As far as you know these men have given 
the service to which they make affidavit?’’ 
asked Justice Everett of Collector Fitz- 
gerald. 

Call for Books, Anyway. 

“To the best of my knowledge, yes,’”’ re- 
sponded the Collector. “ They came and got 
their books every morning. How much work 
they did, I don’t know.” 

‘* How much has it cost you to run the of- 
fice this year?’’ asked Justice Richardson. 

Between $42,000 and $44,000," said the 
Collector. Last year it cost $81,000, accord- 
ing to the records. I collected more than 
$3,000,000. My payrolls for the year will be 
$31,000, against $56,000 last year.’’ 

Payrolis 14, 15, and 16 for the weeks end- 
ing March 1, 8, and 15, respectively, were 
submitted for approval. Payroll 14 con- 
tained 133 names for $4,085; No. 15 had 135 
names for $4,165, and No. 16 twenty-three 
names for $780, the town offices having 
closed on March 10.

LECTURE BY WOMAN POR 


ALICE MEYNELL ADDRESSES THE 
TWENTIETH CENTURY CLUB. 


Meeting Held at Residence of Elbridge 
G. Keith in Prairie Avenue—Speak- 
_er Tells of “ Great Transition Period 
from Seventeenth to Eighteenth 
Hundred Year Period, Quoting from 
‘Various Writers of Verse, Praising 
Henry Vaughan and Others, 


Alice Meynell, the English poet, paid a 
tribute to the bards of the seventeenth cent- 
ury in an address delivered before the 
Twentieth Century club, which met at the 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. Elbridge G. 
Keith, 1900 Prairie avenue, last evening. 

The members of the club exhibited much 
interest while the lecturer of whom Coventry 


- Patmore wrote, “ No woman ever has been 


such a poet, and probably no woman ever 
will be,” discussed ‘‘ The Great Transition 
Period in English Poetry from the Seven- 
teenth to the Eighteenth Century.” 

In addition to reciting notable examples. 
of the poetry of the two centuries, which she 
described as ‘‘ wholly antagonistic in feel- 
ing, style, and construction,” Mrs. Meynell 
compared and dissected the verses that char- 
acterize the transition period. She praised 
the poetry of Henry Vaughan, calling him 
the “the master of modern poetry.”

He painted it not in the 
color of a Turner but in tones more subdued 
—darker. The genius of Henry Vaughan is 
the most spiritual of his age—perhaps of any 


age.”’ 

Mrs. Meynell classed Vaughan with 
Wordsworth. ‘A hundred and fifty years 
separated these two,” she said, “* and a bar- 
rier of other poets rose up between them, but 
they were of the same feeling and the same 
tenderness.,’’ 

The lecturer said that Milton belonged to 
no age, but to all ages. Shereferred to Pope 
as the poet of raging passions and of noble 
tenderness. 


Swinburne’s Aim Bad. 

“ Swinburne,”’ she said, “‘ is one of the best 
examples I know of a poet who has aimed 
at the spiritual senses and failed. His aim 
was bad and he missed his mark.”’ 

Mrs. Meynell referred figuratively to Love- 
lace as a dancer with “ winged feet and 
cap.” At the close of her lecture she re- 
cited one of her own poems. 


CHARLES E. SAPP ARRESTED

People Flee in Panic from Their 
Homes in One Block on Park Ave- 
mue—Cave-In Gets Beyond Control 
of the Workers and a Serious Land- 
slide Is the Result—Excavation Is 
Sixty Feet Deep and Destruction 
May Grow Greater. 


New York, March 21,—[Special.}—Hand- 
some residences on the east side of Park ave- 
nue, between Thirty-seventh and Thirty- 
eighth streets, are falling to pieces as the 
result of a landslide caused by excavations 
for the rapid transit subway. The residents 
have abandoned their homes, fearing total 
collapse.

East Side of Tunnel Caves. 

Since Wednesday, when the cave-in be- 
gan, men have been at work trying to shore 
up the eastern side of the tunnel, which 
was falling in. The bottom of the subway. 
is sixty feet below the street level and the 
tunnel is hewn through:solid slant-grained 
rock. 

In spite of all efforts the cave-in con- 
tinued, and a large portion of rock rolled 
into the tunnel this morning. The cave-in 
extends for sixty feet along the subway 
and back to the front walls of the residences.

DR. GRAY IS UNSHAKEN 
BY CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Kansas Physician Who Is Accused of

Dr. Robert E. Gray, who is on trial fn Judge 
Ball’s court charged with the murder of 
Erma Brown of Garden City, Kas., where 
the defendant was a practicing physician, 
left the witness stand late yésterday after- 
noon after a rigid cross-examination by As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Newcomer.

The prosecution 
will argue that had the girl met the accident 
alleged she could not have gone to the 
theater. 

Dr. John C. McPherson of the County Hos- 
pital, who prevented the dying girl from 
signing the statement made by her, testified 
that at the time the statement was taken 
the girl was irrational. 

“They were trying to draw a statement 
from her,’’ said the doctor, “‘ and it was only 
humane to interfere.” 


THOMAS DIVORCE SUIT ; 
BROUGHT TO SUDDEN END. 


Judge Bishop Takes It from the Jury 
Because of Published Reports Which 
He Holds Might Cause Prejudice. 


The divorce case in which Harold E. 
Thomas, son of General Sam Thomas, 
against his wife, Adah J. Thomas, came to 
an abrupt ending yesterday morning when 
Judge Bishop dismissed the jury without 
Prejudice -to either side. The action of the 
court was taken on a motion of Attorney 
John McShane, counsel for Thomas, who 
charged that the jury had been prejudiced 
against his client by the publication in after- 
noon newspapers of matter and charges that 
had been ruled out by the court.

IN HOPKINS HOME 


Police Search the Palos Park 
House of Man Who Led 
Double Life. 


DISAPPOINTED IN RESULT 


Fail to Find Proof Regarding 
the Big Chicago Postoffice 
Robbery. 


PEORIA THEFT RECALLED, 


Dynamite and a large assortment of bur~ 
giar’s tools were found yesterday at Palos 
Park in the home of Joseph Hopkins, the 
man whom Dan Kipley wounded on Thurs- 
day morning, but no direct evidence was 
found that Hopkins had been connected with 
the robbery of the Chicago postoffice. Offi- 
cials of the federal secret service and the 
city Police department conducted the search, 
and had to admit at its conclusion t they 
were disappointed. 

Late in the afternoon Kipley was admitted 
to bail in the sum of $10,000 and released from 
the Harrison Street Police Station. The bond 
which was approved by Justice Prindiville 
was signed by Mrs. Anna Kipley, mother of 
the defendant, and Attorney Robert Catit- 
well. Kipley refused to discuss his case in ~ 
any way. 

At 2 o’clock this morning Hopkins waa

live more than a few hours. 


May Know of Peoria Robbery. 


While the search of the Hopkins house wag 
barren of results, other developments of the 
day went to arouse the suspicion of the Post+- 
office officials that Hopkins might have | 
knowledge of the robbery of the revenue 
collector’s office at Peoria. 

Inquiry at the office of the collector brought 
out the information that in February last 
year Kipley sought to redeem $48 worth of 
revenue stamps, which he said he had ob- 
tained from a woman. The clerk’s sus- 
picitons led him to take Kipley Into the office 
of Special Agent Anderson, where the fur~ 
ther information was given that the woman 
was known as “ Diamond LIIl.” 

Inspector Anderson found the woman, and- 
upon demanding to know how she obtained 
the stamps was told that she had got them 
from @ man by stealth. ~ 


Search of Hopkins House. 


Postoffice Inspectors Farrell and Mayer, 
accompanied by Lieutenant Cronin and De« 
tectives Tedford and Bush of the Twenty<- 
second Street Police Station, went out to. 
Palos Park early in the morning to make @ 
search of the Hopkins house. The determina- 
tion to make a search was based upon the 
statement of Kipley soon after he was ar 
rested that Hopkins was wanted for robbing 
a postoffice, 

A search warrant was obtained from a 
justice of the peace in Palos Park, and the 
party entered the lonely cottage that sits on 
the top of a hill on the welt side of the vil- 
lage. Mrs. Hopkins was not at home whem 
the officials forced their way info the house. 
They had no difficulty in finding articles of 
a suspicious nature. Ina little workshop at 
the side of the house they found a number of 
steel saws, drills, punches, skeleton keys, and 
** jimmies.”’ 
, Hidden away in a bureau drawer were « 
dozen or more memoranda, containing direc- 
tions for the use of tools In opening safes of 
various makes. Some of these memoranda, 
accompaniéd by diagrams, were as follows: P 

Yale lock on Cincinnati; T handle; layer con- 
necting divide; 1% from center of T handle and % 
above center of plate. 

Exp. Mess. H. H. Mar; lift up handle; drill lef} 
of handle 4%. 

Hall—standard with plates—drill at top of divide 
through two plates. Look in and then drill 
through the box; pick up, observing the number 
on R side; linger. 


Nitroglycerin Found. 

Nearly twenty-five pounds of dynamifé 
and a small bottle of nitroglycerin were 
found in a cubbyhole beneath the stairway 
leading inte the basement, but these articles 
were left alone. Fifty two-cent stamps also 
were discovered, all of which were not dis- 
turbed, because the search warrant called 
for the recovery of property which could be 
identified as stolen. 

The revelation that Hopkins had been lead- 
ing a dual life stirred the good people of Palos 
Park up to ahigh pitch of excitement. Tales 
were afloat relating to mysterious visitors 
entertained by Hopkins last summer and 
fall. It also was recalled that since Hopkins 
moved to Palos Park nearly every dog in the 
village had been poisoned or shot by some 
unknown person. 

Inspectors Farrell and Mayer returned to 
the city and reported to Inspector Stuart that 
they had found nothing in the shape of evi- 
dence against Hopkins. Lieutenant Cronin 
and the detectives went back to the polite 
station and admitted that their search had 
in vain. 

At Her Husband’s Bedside. 

Mrs. Hopkins spent the day at the bedside 
of her husband in St. Luke’s Hospital and 
steadfastly refused to reveal any of his or 
her history. 

Hopkins has two brothers living in Chicago. 
They are William and Geofge Hopkins. The 
former is a butcher at 1191 Sixty-seventh 


-street and the latter is engaged in the same 


business at 6897 West Chicagoavenue. They 
called at the hospital during the day, but 
owing to the serious condition of the wounded 
man they were unable to see him.

an hour. The previous fires had been dis- 
covered and put out at intervals of several 
weeks. Farley always had been one of the 
first of the hotel employés to get to the par- 
ticular room where a blaze was and aid in 
extinguishing the flames, 

“I don’t know why I committed these 
acts,” Farley said at the end of his confes- 
sion; ‘“‘I was under the influence of Hquor 
at the time. I had been drinking that day 
before I came on duty.” 

Fire Marsha! Freel said today that he be- 
Heved Farley had set fires at the Broadway 
Central Hotel, at Cobalt & Thell’s iron 
works in Bethune street, at 113 East Ninety- 
Sixth street, at 1577 Third avenue, and at 117 
Fast One Hundred and First street.

FLAYS TRADITION 


Reason and Conscience De- 
clared Supreme in “The 
Carpenter Prophet.” 


DISPUTES ALL MIRACLES. 


Decay of Supernaturalism Hailed 
as the Dawn for a Brighter 
Religion. 


FINDS PLACE FOR PRAYER.

passioned young reformer into the desert 
a kept him there fasting, and the hunger- 
delirium which caused him to behvld a 
vision of Satan tempting him, Mr. Pearson 
deals briefly, keeping consistently to mod- 
ern theories, as induced by the present-day 
knowledge of abscessions, prepossessions, 
manias, and frenzies. He points out what he 
considers to be the inconsistency of the 
statement that Satan could tempt Jesus 
with an offer which it was not in Satan's 
power to make good, and passes to the spirit- 
ual benefits derived from the pure visionary 


from his solitude. 


“He hed conquered the fear of poverty, 
calumny, and death; he had conquered the 
love of ease, wealth, and power. 

“There is nothing in the life of Jesus so 
wonderful and commanding as the swift 


‘completeness of his mora! victories." 


Comparison with Shakspeare. 


In Riwtins to Christ as a teacher Mr. 
Pearson says: 

“There is no trace in the teaching of 
Jesus of the influence of the drama as such, 
yet he is akin to Shakspeare in the natural 
qualities of his mind, in the quickness and 
range of his observation and sympathy, and 
in the ease with which he interpreted the 
human heart. He talked of shepherds 
and fishermen, of farmers and merchants, 
of slaves and Kings, of stewards and sol- 
diers, of maidens and housewives, of moth- 
ers and children, of rich and poor, of sinners 
and saints, and knew what was in them all.”’ 

Mr. Pearson might have included Rudyard 
Kipling ‘n his category of authors with uni- 
versality of sympathy, for he hasit in excess 
of his predecessors, owing to the time in 
which he lives and the greater opportunities 
he enjoys. But it is a question whether 
even Mr, Pearson would venture upon an 
inclusion so frankly secular. A halo—which 
the church has not objected to—of semi- 
sainthood rests upon the brows of him of 
Avon; and it is one which a more critical 
age may remove as coldly as Mr. Pearson 
lifts from the person of Christ the blinding 
glory of supernaturalism which envelopes 
him, and which has inspired prodigies, mar- 
tyrdoms, and victories. 4 


Disbelieves All Miracles. 


As to miracles, Mr. Pearson has no belief 
in them, whether they are claimed for Christ, 
Moses, Elijah, or any one else. He does not 
desire miracles or miraculous power for any 
one, but says: 

Suppose that, instead of this majestic 
and beneficent uniformity which we have 
learned to trust, God should exempt certain 
men from the operation of his laws and 
should give them special power over natural 
forces whenever they desired it. What would 
be the result? The inevitable deterioration 
of all such men. While other men were de- 
veloping their minds by careful study, and 
their bodies by strenuous exertions, these 
men, with a greater power than that given 
by the purse of Fortunatus or the lamp of 
Aladdin, though they could perform prodi- 
gies, would remain ignorant children. 

*“* What need is there,’’ the author inquires, 


*“to pile up arguments from remote sources 


against the credulity of the miracles, or to 
discuss them one by one when they are flatly 
opposed to the most elementary and common 
knowledge of our age and country.” 

Voltaire might envy Mr. Pearson his epi- 
gram apropos of miracles.: 

“It is a sacrilege to destroy a venerable 
ruin; it is infamous to compel men to live 


in it.”’ 
Believes in Prayer. 


Curiously enough, Mr. Pearson believes 
in prayer. He believes in the institution of 
God regarded as a supervising and presuma- 
bly beneficent power. 
says, “ and does not deceive us.’ He refers 
to God, evidently, not as Lord, dimly known 
and capricious! byenerated by unstable man, 
but as a being open to supplication. Which 
impels the reader to reflect that none of us 
is quite able to draw the line between our 
hopes and our knowledge. 

Prayer, which, passing from a transient 
dweller on an intonspicuous planet to an in- 


visible but abiding spirit, may influence the | 


course of events, Mr. Pearson can under- 
stand, but of the actual presence in the sac- 
rament of communion he says: 

‘This seems, to me mere fetichism and 
magical incantation, and infinitely removed 
from the spirit of the religion of Jesus.’’ 

Mr. Pearson®€ays of Judas Iscariot that 
‘*his name is the most execrable in his- 
tory,” but did not he mean to say “‘ the most 
execrated’’? For if Christ be but man why 
should his false friend be more execrable 
than Washington's treasonable ally or Drey- 
fus’ maligner? 


Some Noticeable Inconsistencies. 


Such inconsistencies are noticeable, and 


_they arise from the fact that Mr. Pearson 


has abjured the* central Christian idea, that 
of the God in Christ, while retaining the 
Christian attitude toward the creator—that 
is, the reverential belief in the providence of 
God—and also keeping much of the Chris- 
tian phraseology. 

He has a nostalgia for Methodism and a 
‘habit of mind that urges him on to the ra- 
tionalistic view of rgligion. He is like a man 
who has fled from the tyranny of Russia, 
and im the new land of liberty turns home- 
sick thougats back to the steppes of his 
native land. 
_ To the formless unknown he ascribes per- 
sonal qualities; to Jesus Christ, he of trans- 
cendant and abnormal goodness, he has ac- 
corded mere humanity. But it is as the cap 
of humanity that he pictures him. He 
writes: 

‘* Jesus triumphed in defeat. He lives by 
his death. That death did all that the poets 
have declared. it abolished the sacrifices 
of Judaism. It overthrew the philosophies 
of Greece. It conquered the armies of Rome. 
It dethroned and banished the gods of 
Olympus. Not by any magic but by the 
omnipotence of faith, love, and.truth.”’ 


Hell Is an Evil Conscience. 


As to hell, the author of “ The Carpenter 
Prophet” has this to say: 

“There is a hell, the hell of an evil con- 
science; but Jesus, though hc has delfvered 
many, fom it, never descended into it. His 
body d ed into the tomb and returned 
to the dust from which it was created, and 
his immortal spirit entered into everlasting 
life, and has uplifted, and will continue to 
uplift, countless others to sit.with him in 
sternal and glory the right hand of 


As Greeks of the pagan code kept their 
ancient oaths even when their hearts were 
Christian, so this emancipator from ancient 
fears, threats, traditions, and miracles keeps 
the phrases of his outgrown state—for so, no 
doubt, he would consider it—and speaks of 
‘the right hand of God” in the conven- 
tional heaven (that heaven for which John 
Milton is so largely responsible), though he 
rejects the uncomfortable ideal of hell.

“THE CARPENTER PROPHET”: PREACHER SAYS: 


OPINIONS ARE ILLOGICAL AND DOGMATIC. 


BY F. A. HARDIN, 
Former Presiding Elder Methodist Episcopal Church. 


I have given to the advanced sheetts of Professor Pearson's book entitled “ The Car- 
penter Prophet,” as thorough a review as the circumstances will allow. I find nothing 
new in the positions taken by him respecting the person of Christ or the trustworthiness 
of the testimony by the evangelists respecting him. The book will be a disappointment 
in this: That it is but an imperfect putting of Strauss, who held that while Jesus 
was a real person, the acts ascribed to him by the evangelists are mythical, all of which 
has been successfully answered by the ablest divines“and most eminent jurists on both 


sides of the Atlantic. 


He does not furnish a single new proposition. Evidently he has not read Albert Wes- 
ton Moore’s “ Rational Basis of Orthodoxy,” that treats on what constitutes proof, or 
he would never have had the boldness to utter such absolutely dogmatical assumptions 
as in the first five chapters of his book. Should he attempt a revision I will be pleased 
to furnish this latest and most excellent deliverance to which I have referred. — 

The book has already fulfilled the scripture, “‘ That where sin did abound grace shall 
much more abound,” for it has called out a booklet from Bishops Merrill and Warren 
which annihilates all his assumptions in regard to the miraculous. — 

Evidently Professor Pearson's book is the work of an amiable man, acquainted with 
belles letters and gifted with a poetic and sympathetic temperament, but of a man desti- 
tute of the wide and deep schalarship, the historic sense, the philosophical acumen, and 
logical faculty necessary to the proper handling of such a theme. 

I am not unfamiliar with the arguments of infidelity, for I have read extensively 


from the leading agnostics; but it has never been my ill-fortune to meet as many unau- 


thorized statements as I find in the 288 pages of “ The Carpenter Prophet.”’ 


Knowing the “genuine goodness” of the professor, I am grieved to find an implied | 


charge in the book that the ministry has not the courage or honesty to avow its real 
sentiments. I wish to recommend the professor to take @ little of the medicine himself 
which he prescribes for his ministerial brethren, wherein he declares that ‘the pulpit 
should, instead of qareless, assumptions and vague rhetorical declamations, keep silence 
till had something to say.” Had the professor taken this precaution the book en- 
titled “‘ The Carpenter Prophet” would have died before it was born.

season with the culmination of passion week 
as symbols which aid the dull imagination 
of men to grasp the unknown, perhaps never 
to be comprehended, dimly felt spiritual 
world. The Christian ideal being the best 
we have in a world which leaves so much to 
be desired, it is accepted with all its con- 
comitants and accessories, not in perfect 
faith, but as the vehicle of worship, the aid 
to introspection, and the comfort of per- 
turbed, unguided, well-meaning, and much- 
hoping men. 

Mr. Pearson may not have anticipated 
martyrdom, but he has not been entirely un- 
conscious of the interest attaching to his 
state as a willing disavower of established 
ideas. He refers frequently to the punish- 
ments to which heretics of old have been 
condemned, and admits that some of the pun- 
ishments, such as excommunication with 
bell, book, and candle, “ tried the victim's 
nerves.”” His interesting chapter, ‘‘ The 
Christian Centuries,’ is largely a recapitu- 
lation of the intolerances, persecutions, 
edicts, and forbidances of the Christian 
era. 

But his conclusions are optimistic, and, as 
said at the outset, the author has had no 
intention of divesting any man of his faith 
to leave him naked to the winds of distrust. 


_ Truth Winning Its Way. | 

“In spite of all obstacles,” he says, ** the 
truth is gradually winning its way. The 
doctrine of the humanity of Jesus is keeping 
pace step by step with every advance in 
public intelligence and virtue. The 
Roman theology, built on the ruin of an om- 
pire, venerable by its antiquity, sanctified 
by the blood of martyrs, and adorned by the 
greatest masters of architecture, scultpure, 
painting, and music, is now rapidly decay- 
ing. It took a thousand years to build up 
the mighty edifice, and its massive walls, 
like the ruins of the Coliseum, may long defy 
the forces of time. 2 

“The slighter systems of Luther and Cal- 
vin were built up more quickly, and their 
collapse will be more rapid and complete. 
In the very church at Geneva where Calvin 
once preached his narrow dogmas and cruel 
decrees, Unitarian congregations have now 
for fifty years listened to rational exposi- 
tions of scripture and to a gospel of good 
will. All the Protestant churches have soft- 
ened and attenuated their theology. Of 
the doctrine of the trinfty, the crowning 
folly of orthodoxy, a twin absurdity with 
transubstantiation, there is now very rarely 
any attempted exposition or defense. , 


Explains His Position. 

At his best, his utmost of sincerity and 
kindliness, Mr. Pearson explains his position 
thus: 

‘“* Every man is a quotation from all his 
ancestors.’ We are all descendants of hun- 
dreds of generations of pagans, The blood 
of the cave dwellers, who thought the thun- 
derbolt the dart of an angry god, is in our 
veins. Our nerves still tremole with the 
superstitions which made altars reek with 
blood to propitiate the vengeful dieties who 
scourged men with famine and pestilence. 
And so we still have a fading theology that 
makes Christ a mediator between an angry 
God and a suffering race of men, lind his 
death an atoning sacrifice. But all this is 
passing away, and we are coming to under- 
stand the simple gospel of Jesus, the plain 
gospel of purity, lové, and service. A right- 
eous and useful life is the only condition of 
discipleship or of salvation ever imposed by 
Jesus, and the only one the modern Chris- 
tian world cares much about.”

MINERS ADJOURN PODAY 


MITCHELL SAYS SCALE REPORT 
MAY NOT BE PUBLISHED. ~ 


Speculation at Shamokin, Pa., as to 
Whether the Committee Will Ad- 
vise the Convention to Adopt Dras- 
tic Measures to Secure Adjustment 
of Grievances — Special Operators 
and Miners’ Meeting Called at Des 
Moines to Avert Threatened Strike. 


Shamokin, Pa., March 21.—Contrary to ex- 
pectations, the convention of districts 1, 7, 
and 9, United Mine Workers of America, 
failed to reach a determination today con- 
cerning the grievances of the anthracite 
coal miners. Many of the delegates had ex- 
pected definite action and adjournment not 
later than today, but the discussion of the 
Scale committee report was more protract- 
ed than was anticipated, and its adoption, 
entire, was not acco )plished this afternoon. 

The committee presented its report to the 
convention at the afternoon session, Presi- 
dent Mitchell announced that a part of the 
report had been adopted, but failed to state 
what part. . 

Mr. Mitchell tonight said he was unable to 
@nake a statement concerning the progress 
of the convention with the scale, owing to 
the fact that there was much of the re- 
port still to be considered. President Mitchell 
was not certain that the report would be 
made public in its entirety tomorrow, al- 
though he stated that he expected final ac- 
tion and adjournment by noon. There is 
much uncertainty here tonight concerning 
the situation, and opinion is ahout equally 
divided as to whether the convention will 
declare in favor of drasti@ measures to se- 
cure an adjustment of their grievances. 

No business of importance was transacted 
at the morning session. P. J. Shay anéT. J. 
Edwards of Scranton, President and Vice 
President respectively of Division 168, Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Railway Em- 
ployés, appeared before the convention and 
appealed for the mine workers’ support in 
the Scranton street raflway strike. On mo- 
tion, the locals of the miners’ union were 
instructed to aid the strikers financially and 
the moral support of the organization was 
accorded.

opinions possible before taking any definite 
action. 

The committee also decided to aid the 
collegiate alumee in securing the passage of 
a bill which will increase the yearly term 
for the compulsory attendance at school 
from sixteen weeks to six months.

SAYS HAWAIi iS DISAPPOINTED. 


Son of W. T. Stead Declares That the 
Islanders Regret Their Annex- 
ation by the United States. 


LONDON, March 22, 3 a. m.—The Saturday 
Review, continuing its anti-American cam- 
paign, today publishes a long communica- 
tion from Alfred Stead, son of William T. 
Stead, picturing the alleged deplorable con- 
dition of Hawaii as a result of annexation 
to the United States. 

Mr. Stead says that the unvarying lament 
is heard from every class, whether planter, 
merchant, or member of the government, to 
the effect that Hawaii has reaped no good 
from annexation. The foremost advocates 
of annexation of 1898 are now the most bitter 
and outspoken in bewailing its accomplish- 
ment. Mr. Stead says that the application 
of the American coastwise navigation laws 
has deprived the islands of the use of 571.- 
863 tons of shipping annually, thus crip- 
pling trade and raising freight rates. 

The wealthy inhabitants of the islands, 
continues Mr. Stead, when they are in a 
hurry to reach the Pacific coast, are fre- 
quently forced to take passage on a.foreign 
vessel and pay a fine of $200 in addition to 
their fare. 

The frequent calls of army tiahabeite are 
greatly disliked, since they almost always 
bring smallpox or some other contagion, re- 
quiring quarantine, says the writer, and

CABLE BLOCKED AT COLON 


COLOMBIA CLOSES THE LINE TO 
FOREIGN \MESSAGES. 


Situation at the Isthmus Declared to 
Be Assuming Renewed SeFiousness 
—Messages Sent to Railroad Agent 
at Colon Returned Undelivered— 
United States May Be Compelled to 
Take Possession of Cable and Tel- 
egraph Lines, 


New York, March 21.—[Special,]—The situ- 
ation on the Isthmus of Panama is again 
assuming a serious aspect. The Panama 
railroad company, for the first time in its 
history, has had cablegrams returned unde- 
livered. 

These cablegrams, which were addressed to 
the Colon agent of the company. have no 
bearing upon the political situation, and 
much surprise was expressed at the office of 
the company that the censor should have re- 
fused to allow them to bé delivered. A com- 
plaint has been lodged with the Colombian 
Consul regarding the matter. 


Strict Censorship Ordered. 

At the consulate it was learned that a 
stricter censorship had been instituted owing 
to the seriousness of the situation. A cable 
dispatch announcing renewed activity on 
the part of the revolutionists was received 
today by the Colombian Consul, justifying 
the severity of the new order. 

From the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany it was learned that the Governor of 
Panama Province had sent out word that all 
consular and diplomatft messages must be 
subjected to censorship. 


State Department Is Notified. 

Washington, D. C., March 21.—The State 
and Navy departments have been informed 
of the purpose of the government of Co- 
lombia to censor all dispatches passing over 
the cables between diplomatic and consular 
officers on. the isthmus and their home gov- 
ernments. Not much importance is attached 
to the notice, for there have been many such 
in recent years, which never were enforced 
against the United States at least. 

Our government, being under obligation to 
protect isthmian transit, undoubtedly would 
hold that the free use of the cables and tele- 
graphs is necessary to the exercise of that 
power, and would not permit any inter- 
ference ‘with ft. With a war vessel on elther 
side of the isthmus, there is Nttle doubt of the 
physical ability “of our government to pro- 
tect its cable communication. 


Insurgent Gunboat Near Panama. 
PANAMA, Colombia, March 21.—The revo. 
lutionary gunboat Padilla was reported last 
night to be about twenty miles off this port. 
The government gunboats Chuctuito and 
Boyaca have left here in pursuit of the 
revolutionary vessel.

LONDON, March 22,3 a. m.—Arthur J. 
Balfour yesterday afternoon promised to 
bring forward a motion in the House of Com- 
mons limiting the term of John Dillon’s ex- 
clusion to one week. This was obviously the 
proper course and had been generally antict- 
pated. But the surprising development in 
the situation was Redmond’s instant de- 
mand for an opportunity to debate the mo- 
tion. Balfour pointed out that there could 
be nothing to discuss, because it would be 
out of order to refer to the circumstances 
under which Mr. Dillon had been suspended. 


Irish May Make Trouble. _ 
There is some reason to believe that the 
Irish bers intend to carry the incident 
further, but if more disorder should take 
place the government will not have much 
trouble in securing the assent of the House 
to the new rules of procedure. 


Progress of Tobacco War. 


There was only one opinion in the city yes- 
terday with regard to the tobacco war. The 
British trust must amend its scheme or go 
under. The representative meeting of the 
wholesale and retail tobacco dealers of Lon- 
don, which was held last evening to consider 
the rival proposals, pledged its members not 
to tie themselves to any mbnopoly, and end- 
ed with singing “ Rule, Britannia,’”’ and 
groaning for the Imperial Tobacco company. 
The shares of the British trust fluctuated 
wildly yesterday. They at one period in the 
day showed a big fall, but afterwards ral- 
lied and finished unchanged. 


Colonial Troops for Coronation. 
It is stated that there will be 2,500 colonial 
troops in London for the coronation. Prac- 


tically every colony will be represented. 


FEARS A MARCONI MONOPOLY. 


German Inventor of Wireless Teleg- 
raphy Wants an International 
Agreement. 


BERLIN, March 21.—Professor Slaby, 
who, with Count Arco, created the Slaby- 
Arco wireless telegraphy system, is ad- 
vocating international agreement to regu- 
late the wireless transmission of messages 
on the ground that otherwise the greatest 
good cannot be obtained from wireless teleg- 
raphy. He says that with the backing of 
British capital, Marconi may obtain a 
monopoly for aerial transmission, as has al- 
ready been done in the case of ocean teleg- 
raphy. Professor Slaby mentions the re- 
fusal of the Marconi station at Nantucket 
to receive wireless dispatches from the 
steamer Deutschland. 


KAISER IS STUDYING AMERICA. 


German Emperor Trying to Understand 
the Industrial Predominance of 
the United States.. 


BERLIN, March’ 21.—Emperor William is 
engaged in studying the reasons for the in- 


dustrial predominance of the United States. 


The reports made to the Foreign office by 
L. M. Goldberger, Royal Councilor of Com- 
merce, have been forwarded to him. He an- 
notates these reports marginally and sends 
suggestions for new inquiries bearing espe- 
cialy upon German conditions. 


GERMAN REPLY AN EVASION. 


American Meat Exporters Point Out 
That Boracic Preservation Is an 
Unknown. Art Abroad. 


BERLIN, March 21.—The criticism made 
in the United States of the exclusion by Ger- 
many of meats preserved with borax is an- 
swered here with the statement that the 
American exporters have nothing to com- 
plain of that does not apply to German pre- 
served meat dealers. But the agents here 
of American meat exporters say that this 
is no answer at all, because boracic meat 
preserving is an unknown art in Germany. 


HELD FOR TREASON TO CZAR.

Receives Letters. 
ST. PETERSBURG, March 21.—Since the 
rioting on Sunday the Minister of the In- 
terior, M. Sipiaguine, has received letters 
threatening him with death. 


REVOLT IN ALBANIA SERIOUS. 


Rebels Against Sultan’s Rule. Capture 
Two Towns—Outbreaks in —~ 
Several Others. 


LONDON, March 22,3 a. m.—According to 
the Rome correspondent of the Daily Mail 
the Italian Consul at Yanina, southern Al- 
bania, has sent in news of a serious revolu- 
tion in Albania. The Governor's palace at 
Yanina has been attacked and several 
gendarmes were killed. The revolutionists 
are masters of the town. 

The Consul says more sérious outbreaks 
have occurred at Berat, Paramithia, and 
Aviona, in European Turkey, and that the 
revolution is spreading throughout Albania. 

The correspondent of the Morning Leader 
at Vienna reports a conflict between Turkish 
troops and Macedonian revolutionists at Sis- 
tova, near Kastoria, European Turkey. 

The Turks surrounded the village and over- 
came the rebels. During the fighting four 
Macedonians and two Turks were killed and 
twenty-six of the rebels were wounded. Ali 
the male inhabitants of the village were ar- 
rested.

DEALERS REVOLT. 


Trust’s Effort to Force Retail- 
ers Not to Buy of Any Other 
Concern Condemned. 


VOTE TO AID AMERICANS. 


English, Irish, and Scotch Shop- 
keepers Refuse to Sign Im- 
perial Company's Contract. 


CANADA ENTERS COMPLAINT 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 21.—The retail tobacco 
dealers of London met this afternoon, con- 
demned the Imperial Tobacco company, the 
British trust, and voted to accept the bonus 
offers of the American trust and ignore the 
boycotting clause of the contract offered by 
the Imperial company. 

The meeting forcibly condemned the boy- 
cotting clause, which forbids dealers to buy 
of any other concern, and the opinion was | 
expressed. that no London retailer would 
sign it. 

The Scotch retail tobacconists have unani- 
mously declined to sign the Imperiai com- 
pany form of contract, and the retailers of 
the north of Ireland met in Belfast and de- 
cided to ignore it, but to sign the Ogden 
company’s (the American) proposal.’ 


Offer to Support Rival Concern. 
The retailers were not content with reject- 
ing the proposed boycott of American to- 
bacco, but went a step further, passing a 
resolution to support any manufacturers 
willing to guarantee on proprietary articles 
a mindmum profit to the retailer of 20 per 
cent on tobacco to 25 per cent on cigarets. 
The speakers bitterly denounced the Brit- 
ish combine, declaring it had “ out-Amer- 
icanized the Americans,’’ and saying that its 
recent action would only result in forcing the 
remaining independent tobacco concerns in 
Eng!and into the arms of the Americans. 
The Edinburg Association of Retail To- 
bacconists today declined to sign the Im- 
perial Tobacco company’s agreement, but ex- 
pressed willingness, if the minimum price is 
raised so as to allow a fair profit to dealers, 
to do what is possible, bonus or no bonus, for 
the sake of British goods. The chairman de- 
clared that no one outside of a lunatic re 
lum would sign such an agreement. 


British Trust Weakens. 

The Imperial Tobacco company today is- 
sued its reply to the offer of the Ogdens. 
The company declares it does not intend to 
act arbitrarily of unreasonably. It desires 
to identify its customers’ interests with its 
own. It will insert in its agreement a clause 
stating that, if the goods of the Ogden com- 
pany or any other concern associated with 
the American company are not displayed in 
shop windows, the Imperial company will 
not enforce its terms in reference to a bonus 
without first giving three months’ notice, at 
the expiration of which time the retailer wil! 
be at liberty to withdraw from the agree-: 
ment without prejudice to his bonus rights to 
date. 

The company affirms that it has not the 
slightest intention of interfering with the 
sale of other. British goods. It claims its 
scheme has been largely ed by its cus- 
tomers. It will extend th@ signing time to 
April 2. 

This is a virtual withdrawal of the boycott, 
which will allow bonus sharers to sell Ameri- 
can goods if they do not display and do not 
push them. 


Dublin Dealers Revolt. 

DUBLIN, March 21.—At a meeting of the 
tobacco dealers held here today it was unan- 
imously resolved that the Dublin Tobacco- 
nists’ association would have nothing to do 
with the Imperial Tobacco company, and 
that the association would permit freedom of 
action with regard to the circular issued by 
Ogden's. 

Canada Complains of Retaliation. 

Ottawa, Ont., March 21.—[Special.J—An 
influential deputation of Canadian tobacco 
manufacturers from all over the Dominio 
waited on the government today. They 
made representations to the effect that the 
American Tobacco @mpany is compelling 
dealers in Canada doing business with them 
to sign a contract not to sell any other 
brands. The deputation asked the govern- 
ment td look into the case and take imme- 
diate steps to protect the Canadian indus- 
try. The government will have the matter 
investigated.

and other finished products are fully sus- 
tained. Large. contracts are constantly 
under consideration for structural material 
on domestic account, including’ railway 
bridges, viaducts, car shops, and office 
buildings. In this respect the domestic cor- 
sumption this year will far surpass all rec- 
ords. Open weather has brought out a 
heavy tonnage of merchant pipe. 

“Both at the East and West there is a 
little more activity in shoe shops, yet pro- 
ductive capacity is not fully engaged, and 
new orders come forward slowly. Lower 
prices for leather and hides may make it pos- 
sible for producers to accept recent bids, in 
which case sales would increase, but thus far 
only two staple grades have been shaded. 
Domestic hides are dull and depressed, al- 
though competition between the independent 
tanners and the combination caused an ad- 
vance in dry hides. Advanced wages at cot- 
ton mills means a higher cost of production, 
and the market has hardened in conse- 
quence. | 
“Business under the new conditions has 
not yet been sufficiently large to establish 
quotations, yet some advances of 2 to 5 per 
cent are recorded. Export sales are still 
checked by high prices. A helpful featureis 
the increased demand at Southern jobbing 
centers.

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. 


Chicago Orchestra. 

The fact that this week's pair of concerts 
is the twentieth in the Chicago Orchestra’s 
present series brings realization that the 
music season of 1901-’2 approaches its close. 
But four more concerts and the eleventh year 
of the orchestra will be of the past, and al- 
though the coming fortnight of opera will 
result in the distributing of these concerts 
through a period of six weeks, the end ig 
in sight, and the time of musical inactivity 
seems not far distant. 

The nineteen afternoons and evenings of 
music furnished by Mr. Thomas and his 
men have contained much of pleasure, of 


‘| interest, and of high worth, but it is doubtful 
if any of the purely orchestral programs | 


heretofore offered has proved more thor- 
oughly enjoyable than did the one given 
yesterday afternoon and scheduled for repe- 
tition tonight. Only one number finding 
place thereon was entirely new to the 
patrons of the concerts, but it is not novelty 
alone that attracts—the majority of good 
music must, of necessity, be heard more than 
once to be understood and appreciated at its 
full value, and the most satisfactory and 
beneficial programs are those in which the 
preponderance of selections are sufficiently 
familiar for the hearer to ‘‘ know what is 
coming next’’ and be ready to comprehend 
and enjoy. 

Mr. Thomas evidently is of this opinion, 
for, following @ plan pursued by him earlier 
in the season, he again yesterday repeated 
two compositions that had figured as novel- 
ties on a previous program. These two— 
Edward Elgar’s Variations, and the Love 
Scene from Richard Strauss’ “ Feuernoth ’’— 
were listened to again with keen interest, 
for both had proven ofemore than average 
merit when first heard. The performance 
yesterday served to deepen the favorable im- 
pression previously made by the Elgar 
Variations, and although this work of the 
ablest of modern English music writers 
probably is debarred by its form and by the 
brevity of its individual parts from gaining 
for itself a wide popularity, the peculiarity 
and originality of its theme, the admirable 
skill and finish shown in the workmanship 
in the variations, the neat, piquant fantasy 
discovered in many places, and the delicate 
but exquisite coloring used, will win for it 
the hearty approval, and, in many instances, 
the affection of those auditors who care for 
the musically fine and unusual. The audience 
listened yesterday with unmistakable inter- 
est, and, after one of the variations—the 
twelfth—and after the finale, applauded ina 
manner the spontanity of which told of 
genuine enjoyment. 

The Strauss selection proved less attrac- 
tive than the Bigar. It is distinctly scenic 
music, and, when divorced from the stage 
picture and action that accompanies it in the 
opera, fails to make clear its significance or 


demonstrate its aptness. It is * absolute’ 


music,’”’ pleasing chiefly through the rich 
coloring, its thematic material being not 
remarkable for either beauty or profundity. 
The one absolute novelty on the program 
was a Morceau Symphonique from; César 
Franck’s ‘‘ Redemption ’’—the introduction 
to the second part of the gifted Belgian’s 
‘* Poem-Symphony.”’ —It proved a composi- 
tion not remarkable for any strikingly origi- 
nal or profound ideas, but attractive by 
virtue of the mildly contemplative spirit and 
gentle religious fervor that characterize it.

OW that Prince Henry has reached 
home in safety and filled with en- 
thusiasm about his welcome in Amer- 
ica, one is tempted to ask the question 
whether the public here thoroughly 

understood or appreciated the compliment 
which the Emperor meant to pay to the peo- 
ple of the United States by sending over his 
yacht Hohenzollern. The latter is the apple 
of his eye, was built according to his own 
designs and idéas, and is the floating home 
to which he devotes every moment of re- 
laxation from his onerous duties as the main- 
spring of the whole administrative and social 
system of the German Empire. 

February and March are two of the most 
tempestuous months of the year, months in 
which’the Atlantic is at its stormiest, and the 
fact that he should expose his favorite yacht. 
one.of his most highly prized and cherished 
possessions, to the perils of an ocean trip just 
at this season indicates that he was anxious 
of enhancing as much as possible the mani- 
festation of regard for America contained in 
his dispatching his only brother to this 
country. 

The yacht was sent in order that Prince 
Henry might be able to receive and banquet 
in a befif@ing manner the President of the 
United States, and it was with that object in 
view that some of the principal treasures of 
the imperial plate rooms at Berlin, in the 
shape of silver centerpieces, épergnes, cande- 
labra, and other table silver, dating in many 
cases from the time of Frederick the Great, 
were likewise shipped to the United States. 

. Of course, Prince Henry might have enter- 
tained the President at the German Embassy 
at Washington, which is theoretically Ger- 
man soil, or at a hotel. But that did not 
fulfill Emperor William's notion of what was 
due to the dignity of the ruler of such a coun- 
try as the United States, and therefore he 
sent his own yacht and silver. He might 


have sent instead a mere warship, a crack. 


cruiser, or even a squadron. But he evi- 
dently thought that the compliment would 
be greater if he employed for the purpose his 
own floating home, on which both he and his 
consort have spent some of the happiest 
hours of their lives. 

And in addition to the idea of paying fitting 
honor to the Chief Magistrate of this great 
republic by sending the Hohenzollern all the 
way across the Atlantic—not for the con- 
venience of the Prince, who came on board 
& passenger steamer, and made his head- 
quarters at hotels—but for the specific pur- 
pose of the entertainment of the President 


‘ at one single luncheon, the Emperor likewise 


thought that the people over here might be 
interested to obtain a glimpse ofthis favorite 
home and hobby. That was why so many 
thousands of visitors were permitted to go 
on board and examine the yacht from stem 
to stern throughout its stay, and to inspect 
even the apartments of the Empress and 
those of the Emperor, a privilege which is 
denied to the Emperor’s own subjects at 
home. For no one excepting those having 
official business is ever allowed on board the 
yacht when it is at Kiel, or, in fact, any- 
where in German waters. 

Prince Philip of Saxe-Coburg Kohary, who 
is now in this country with his only son, is 
a grandson of the late King Louis Philippe 
of France, his mother, the aged and wonder- 
fully clever Princess Clementine of Coburg, 
being the only surviving child of the last 
King of France. He is colossally rich, being 
in possession of the immense Hungarian 
property which came into the Coburg family 
through the marriage of Prince Ferdinand 
of Coburg in 1815 to the only daughter and 


heiress of old Kohary. The latter only con-. 


sented to his daughter’s marriage with the 
penniless Ferdinand of Coburg on the con- 
dition that the Prince of the House of Co- 
burg, who happened to be in possession of 
the Kohary estates, should for all time bear 
the name of Kohary in conjunction with his 
own. Kohary is the Hungarian for Kohn or 
Cohen, and the Koharys were, as their name 
implies, of Semitic origin, and had accumu- 
lated their wealth by banking and financlier- 
ing. Indeed, the descendants of the union 
between Prince Ferdinand of Coburg and of 
the heiress of the Koharys of Pesth every 
one of them give more or less facial evi- 
dence ‘of the Semitic strain in their blood, 
which, in the case of Prince Philip, is most 
pronounced. 

The Prince, as every one knows, is the son- 
in-law of King Leopold of Belgium, and his 
unfortunate wife, Princess Louise of Bel- 
gium, is now confined in a private insane 
asylum near Dresden. My readers are 
doubtless familiar with the circumstances 
which led to her being placed under restraint 
and to her separation from her husband. 
They are of a sensational and of an unsavory 
character, and it is not necessary to recall 
them here. The Prince, I may add, is noton 
particularly good terms with his father-in- 
law, with whom he has had a good many dis- 
putes in connection with the settlement of 
his wife’s debts. 

Although a German Princeand a member 
of that family of which the now 17-year-old 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha and Prince 
Leopold of Great Britain is the head, yet 
Philip is to all intents and purposes an Aus- 
trian, received his entire military training 
in Austria, and makes his home in the 
dominions of Francis Joseph. 

Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, who is his 
brother, has just been quietly notified on 
the part of the Czar that his visit to the 
court of Russia at the present moment would 
be inopportune and must therefore be de- 
ferred until later. This is not in any way 
because there is objection at St. Petersburg 
to Prince Ferdinand, but solely because the 
Czarina cannot bring herself to welcome and 
to receive at St. Betersburg Queen Draga of 
Servia, whose husband will not, and perhaps 
cannot, go without her. The Russian court 
being, therefore, under the obligation of de- 
clining to receive the proffered visit of the 
royal Servian couple, cannot well accept a 
visit just now from King Alexander’s neigh- 
bor, Prince Ferdinand. That would render 
the affront placed upon the Servian King and 
Queen too marked, a thing which the Rus-

The arrest of Count Serge de Morny in 
Paris in connection with certain company 
promoting transactions is not particularly 
surprising. For the young nobleman, who 
has been a frequent visitor to this country, 
has several times figured in the bankruptcy 
court in London, and has likewise been mixed 
up in many legal tangles of an analogous 
character in France. He is the son of the 
late Duke de Morny, the only brother of the 
present Duke, and a nephew therefore of the 
late Emperor Napoleon III. For the late 
Duke de Morny, who will be found portrayed 
most picturesuely in Daudet’s novel, ** The 
Nabob,” used to publicly glory in the fact 
that he was an illegitimate son of Napoleon 
Ill.’s mother, Queen Hortense Bonaparte, 
and of her chamberlain, the Count Augustus 
Charles de Flahault, causing himself’ to be 
inscribed as such in the Almanach de Gotha, 
and using by way of armorial bearings on 
his carriage panels, liveries, and plate a 
Hortensia on a silver shield. He was one 
of the most profligate and unscrupulous, at 
the same time interesting, figures of the 
French third empire.

RS. ATHERTON’S new book, “* The 

Conqueror,’ founded on the jife of 

Alexander Hamilton, has been 

well advertised by the Macmillan 

company that the day of publication, 
instead of being the 22d, as was first said, 
has been postponed to the 26th that large 
advance orders, both for this country and 
England, might be filled. I went to Atlantic 
City last week for a few days of fresh air 
and I took three plays and the advance 
sheets of Mrs. Atherton’s story to read while 
away. I left the plays untouched and read 
“The Conqueror.’’ It is, in my judgmenf, 
the best thing: Mrs. Atherton has done. The 
unpleasant touches that one finds in her 
novels are not to be found in this novel of 
biography. The book reads as though she 
had put her best work into it, and while 
she has stuck mainly to fact she has added 
just enough fiction to give it the character 
of a story, thqugh really the life of Alex- 
ander Hamilton was romantic enough as it 
stands. 

In a prefatory note or ‘‘ explanation,”’ as 
the author calls it, she says it was her orig: 
inal intention to write a biography of Alex 
ander Hamilton ‘‘ in a more flexible manner 
than is customary with that method of re- 
introducing the dead to the living.’’ But 
after a visit to the British and Danish West 
Indies in search of the truth regarding his 
birth and ancestry, and “after a wider ac- 
quaintance with the generally romantic 


| character of his life, to say nothing of the 


personality of this most endearing and ex- 
traordinary of all our public men, the ir- 
stinct of the novelist proved too strong ’; 
she no sooner had pen in hand than she 
found herself ‘‘ working in the famillar 
medium, although preserving the historica: 
sequence.’ ‘‘ But after all,’’ she exclaims, 
‘“‘ what is a character novel but a dramatized 
biography? We strive to make our crea 
tions as real to the world as they are to us. 
Why, then, not throw the graces of fiction 
over the sharp. hard facts that historians 
have laboriously gathered? At all events, 
this infinitely various story of Hamilton ap- 
pealed too strongly to my imagination to be 
frowned aside, so here, for better or worse, 
is the resuit. Nevertheless, and although 
the method may cause the book to read like 
fiction, I am conscientious in asserting that 
almost every important incident here related 
of his American career is founded on docu- 
mentary or published facts or upon family 
tradition: the few that are not have their 
roots among the probabilities, gna suggested 
themselves.”’ 
Notwithstanding the writing of this Ham- 
iltonian novel, Mrs. Atherton reminds us 
that in the course of a year or two she in- 
tends to write the biography that she first 
hai in mind. It will be interesting to see 
how much alike the two stories wil! be. In 
the present book she has woven fact and 
fiction so skillfully together that unless one 
is thoroughly posted in the history of Ham 
iiton and his time it is hard to te!l just where 
history leaves off and fiction begins. The: 
story of Hamilton's antecedents is told in 
detail. 
beauty and his cleverness, from his father 
his fascinations.

Mrs. Atherton does not spend 
much time in discussing his student days, 
but gets us soon into his pwbic life. It was 
not tong after he joined his fortunes to 
those of Washington that he fell in ove with 
Miss Elizabeth:Schuyler. The doubts that 
filied his breast on the evening of declaring 
his love Mrs, Atherton gives at length. 


—But although he was seriously and passionatsly 
‘in love, and quite sure that Miss Schuyler loved 


him in return, he hesitated for the first time in his 
life before precipitating a desired constimmation. 
That he had no money did not worry him inthe 
least, for he knew himself capable of earning any 
amount, and that the republic, when fres, would 
bristle with opportunities for young men of parts. 
But he was in honor bound to tell her of the ir- 
regularity of his birth. And in what manner 
would she regard a possible husband with whoss 
children she never could discuss their father’s 
parents? She was 22, a small woman-of-the- 
world, not a romantic young miss incapable of 
reason. And the Schuylers? The proudest fam- 
ily in America! Would they take him on what he 
had made of himself, on the promise of his future, 
or would their family pride prove stronger than 
their common sense? He had moments of frantic 
doubt and depression, but fortunately there was 
no time for protracted periods of lover’s misery. 

As soon as he declared himself his doubts 
were set at rest. His wife loved him all 
through her married life and mourned his 
loss for fifty years. 

Of Aaron Burr, who came into his life at 
about this time, Mrs. Atherton writes: 


He was quick-witted and brilliant; and there 
is no adjective which qualifies his ambition. He 
was*a year older than Hamilton, about an inch 
taller, and dark. His features were well cut, 
his eyes black, glittering, and cold; his bearing 
dignified but unimposing, for he bent his shoul- 
ders and walked heavily. His face was not frank, 
even in youth, and grew noticeably craftier. He 
and Hamilton were the greatest fops in dress of 
their time; but while the elegance and beauty of at- 
tire sat with a peculiar fitness on Hamllton, 


seeming but the natural continuation of his high- 


bred face and easy, erect, and graceful bearing, 
Burr always looked studiously well dressed. In 
regard to their height, a similar intpression pre- 
vailed. One never forgot Burr's small stature,, 
and often commented upon it. Comment updén’ 
Hamilton's size was rare, his proportions and 
motions were so harmonious; when he was on the 
platform, that ruthless test of inches, he domi- 
nated and confrolied every brain in the audience, 
and an enemies vowed he was in league with the 
devi 

Mrs. Atherton alludes to Mrs. Stowe’s 
estimate of Burr, which she pronounces en- 
tirely wrong, and argues that the reason it 
is wrong is that Mrs. Stowe was not a woman 
of the world and did not know men.

In the house, Mrs. Croix discarded the neesatink:

Her glittering hair was in 
a tower, and the long oval of her face gave to 
this monstrous headdress an air of proportion. 
Her brows and lashes were black, her eyes the 
depest violet that ever man :had sung, childlike 
when widely opened, but infinitely various with a 
drooping lash, The nose was small and aquiline, 
fine and firm, the nostril thin and haughty. The 
curves of her mouth included a short upper lip, a 
full under‘one; and a bend at the corners. There 
was a deep cleft in the chin. -Technically, her 
hair was auburn; when the sun flooded it her ad- 
mirers vowed they counted twenty~ shades of 
red, yellow, sorrel, russet, and gold. Even under 
the soft rays of the candles it was crisp with 
light and color. The dazzling skin and'soft con- 
tours hid a jaw that denoted both stfength and 
appetité,-and her sweet. gracious mafiner gave 
little indication of hér imperious Will, independent:

Often afterward he spoke of the impression 
the cloven leaf made on him, a second of distrac- 
tion at which he caught eagerly before he bent 
over Hamilton. Hosack scrambled up thé bank, 
and Burr, covered with an umbrella by Van Ness, 
hastily withdrew. 

Hamilton was half sitting, encircled by. Pendle- 
ton's arm, when the surgeon reached the spot. 
His face was gray. He muttered: ‘ This is a 
mortal wound,’’ then lost consciousness. Hosack 
ascertained, after a slight examination, that the 
ball was in a vital-part, and for a few moments 
he thought that Hamilton was dead; he did not 
breathe, nor was any motion of heart or pulse per- 
ceptible. With Pendleton’s assistance, Hosack 
carried him down the bank and placed him in the 
barge. William Bayard had offered his house in 
case of disaster, and the boat was propelled over 
to the foot of Grand street as rapidly as possible. 
Before reaching the shore the surgeon succeeded 
in reviving Hamilton, who suddenly opened his 
eyes. 

** My vision is Indistinct,’’ he said. In a moment 
it grew stronger, and his eye fell on the case of 
pistols. His own waslying ontop. ‘‘ Take care of 
that pistol,”” he said. ‘‘ It is undischarged and 
still cocked. Pendleton knows that I did not in- 
tend to fire at him.’’ He closed his eyes, and said 
nothing further except to inquire the state of his 
pulse, and to remark that his lower extremities had 
lost all feeling. As the boat reached the pier he 
directed that his wife and children be sent for at 
once, and that hope be given them. Payard was 
standing on the shore in a state of violent agita- 
tion. It was In these pleasant grounds of his that 
the great banquet had been given to Hamilton 
after the Federalists had celebrated their leader's 
victory at Poughkeepsie, and he had been his 
friend and supporter during the sixteén years that 
had followed. 

With much particularity Mrs. Atherton 
gives the scene of the deathbed of Hamilton. 
She does not leave Burr a leg to stand on; 
she execrates him as a demon among men. 
Hamilton she places upon a pedestal. And 
yet Burr has had his admirers, and there 
are those who contend today that he was not 
as black as he was painted.

characteristic of the writer, I quote it: 

I have been asked for a note introducing Miss

The best introduction I can give is to say: Read 
the book; it will speak for itself eloquently, for it 
overflows with quick natural wit, real pathos, 
fine womanly courage, and—it rings true. 

So much for the book as a record of interesting 
stage events. But when it is considered that 
these events are woven about the childhood, youth, 
womanhood, the struggles and ultimate triumph 
of one of the most prominent figures on the Amer- 
ican stage, the interest of the book increases a 
hundredfold. To the English theater-going public 
the name of Clara Morris is hardly known (she 
could never be induced to act here, I believe), and 
this is the greater pity, as she was the greatest emo- 
tional actress I ever saw. In such réles as Alixe 
in ‘*‘ L’ Article 47,’’ ‘‘ Miss Multon,’’ ete., she was 
supreme—a veritable mistress of tears, those 
‘‘ oldest and commonest of all things on earth.”’ 
A dip into the book will, unfortunately, not make 
the reader feel that unique magnetism with which 
she swept her audiences (that is not in the prov- 
ince of any work), but it will happtly introduce one 
of the most humorous, sympathetic, and human of 
women, painting, as it does so conyincingly, the 
terrible trials, humiliations, and . rings which 
even a woman of Clara Morris’ genfi 
to gain a footing on thé stage. I trust the work 
will help to stem the tide of girls Who so blindly 
rush into a profession of which they are ignorant, 
for which they are unfitted, and in which dangers 
unnumbered lurk on all sides. If with Clara Mor- 
ris’ power and charm so much had to be suffered, 
what is—what must be—the lot of so many medi- 
ocrities who pass throuugh the same fires with‘no 
“reward in the end? .

Seely’s Cook Book. Mrs. Seely is probably 
not as well known in Chicago as she is in 
New York: here she is the proprietor of the 
best known intelligence office in the city. 
hat she knows how to cook as well as how 
o select servants is a surprise to those of 
us who only know her in the latter 
capacity. Aside from being a cook book, her 
book has other features. . There are pages in 
which the duties of the employer and the 
employed are discussed. Mrs. Seely sets 
down some excellent rules for the ladies of 
the house and equally excellent ones for 
servants to ‘follow. The duties of the em- 
ployed, from housekeeper to scullion, are laid 
down in plain type, and are practical and 
worth the consideration of both the employer 
and the employed. In reading over the duties 
of the various servants that form the staff 
of the houses of the rich and great I think 
that I would prefer, if I had to follow any of 
them, that of sculllon—or perhaps I should 
say scullery maid. Her duties seem to be 
comparatively light and she has no great 
responsibilities. She grinds the coffee; the 
She peels the potatoes; the 
cook boils them. In short, all that she has 
to do is to start the cook going. She is like 
the hodearrier, who carries the bricks up 
the ladder for the mason to lay. She can 
whistle at her work, for she knows if any- 
thing goes wrong the cook is blamed for it. 
One great attraction of Mrs. Seely’s book 
is the illustrations. Not only are we shown 
how food looks when it is cooked and prop- 
erly prepared for the table, but we are given 
a series of pictures of servants, men and 
women, in their proper liveries. Even the 
housekeeper is shown in simple black, stand- 
ing stiff and severe. Then th. re are pictures 
of well regulated kitchens, servants’ halls, 
and fashionable dining-rooms, and there is 
a lunch table of twelve covers that is so 
crowded that at the first glance I thought it 
was a centerpiece. Mrs. Seely’s rules and 
suggestions are all practical, and the servant 
or mistress who digests them cannot go 
astray. Her experience has well fitted her 
for the writing of such rules, for she knows 
employers as well as she does servants. 
Two pages are given to a table showing the 
rate of pay, according to different wages, 
from one day to one month, which many 
housewives will find useful.

ONDON, March 15.—Mr. Andrew Lang 
wrote a long letter the other day to 
one of the daily newspapers to com- 
plain of the deterioration of the King’s 
English. He pointed out thai ine use 
of the word “big” has increased to an 
alarming extent, and that people constantly 
use it as a synonym for other words with” 
which it is not by any means synonymous. 
He did not happen to speak of “ big money,” 
but I have no doubt that he had that aitro- 
cious expression in his mind. Probably there 
was never an uglier misuse of a word than 
the one just mentioned, but it had obtafmed 
wide currency in America a number of years 
ago, and has since invaded England and 
is apparently naturalized. I constantly hear 
of schemes in which “ big money ”’ is to be 
made—as if any amount of money could 
reconcile a man to hearing it characterized 
as “‘ big money.” In most cases bad English 
seems to be slang of such a long residence 
that it has become naturalized. Mr. Lang 
does not undertake to point out the culprits 
who are chiefly responsible for the corrup- 
tion of the language, but it would not be 
difficult to find them. They are the diction- 
ary makers, who are ambitious to produce 
the largest dictionaries in the world. Time 
was when a dictionary was a sort of peerage . 
of words, and to be admitted into its pages 
was sufficient proof of the legitimacy of any 
word. Now all that is changed. We con- 
stantly hear of dictionaries which are rec- 
ommended on the ground that they contain 
a few thousand more words than any other, 
dictionary. The dictionary makers ransack 
journalism and comic weeklies for new 
words, and no matter how rascally .a word. 
may be, it goes into the new dictionary. 
These dictionaries have democratized and 
vulgarized the language. There is nolonger 
any standard by which one can pronounce 
authoritatively on the legitimacy of a word.’ 
All words are in the dictionary, and one is 
treated with as much respect as another. 
The dictionary makers believe that all words 
are born free and equal, and are entitled to 
a place in every sort of literature. Without 
the slightest doubt the phrase “ big money ” 
will appear in the next revised edition of 
every one cf the great dictionaries. Alas! 
for the good old days when a dictionary 
contained only a quarter of the words that 
it contains nowadays, but every one of the 
words within its pages was justly entitled 
to rank as part of the English language. 

Miss Elizabeth Sewell has just celebrated 
her eighty-seventh birthday. Our grand- 
mothers knew her as the author of “ Amy 
Herbert,”’ a most innocuous novel, and also 
of several harmless historical books. In 
fact, Miss Sewell has Leen a somewhat pro- 
lific writer, and it is to her credit that she 
has never meddlied with what are euphuist- 
ically called “sex problems.” When we 
think of the great age of Miss Sewell, of the 
late Miss Yonge, and of half a dozen other 
women writers whom I need not mention, it 
seems clear that the surest way fora womam 
to live long is to remain single and to write 
books which are adapted to the young per- 
son. The maiden lady who devotes herself 
exclusively to knitting and scandal rarely 
lives to be more than 65. The maiden lady 
who writes harmless novels usually lives to 
be &. Insurance offices, of course, have not 
noticed this fact, for, as every one knows,. 
they play the game of insurance strictly ac- 
cording to the rules fixed years ago, which 
is much the same thing as it would, be to 
play whist according to Hoyle instead of 
Cavendish. But some day an insurance 
genius will arise and will make new ineur- 
ance tables in which the most favorable 
terms will be granted to maiden ladies who 
have formed,a confirmed habit of writing 
novels for s. Let us hope that the women 
who write of sexual problems will find their 
place among the extra hazardous risks of 

depressing 


the revised tables. It would be 
to think that by writing their peculiar books 
they were prolonging their Hves.

bucket shops. This will please the members 
of the Chicago Board of Trade, whose ef- 
forte probably have had much to do with 
the action of the committee. The taxes on 
bucket shop proprietors and their transac- 
tions do not produce much revenue, but the 
law which imposes them contains provisions 
which are calculated to break up the busi- 
ness. They certainly have done so in Chi-

shop transactions. The present law pro- 
vides that the payment of internal revenué 
taxes by the proprietors of bucket shops 
shall not exempt them from the operation 
of State laws making their business a crim- 
inal one. But if men carry on that busi- 
ness without paying internal revenue taxes 
and making the reports, which are open to 
the public, they lay themselves open to pun- 
ishmient in the federal courts. So the bucket 
shops are now between two fires. As a con- 


sequence they have become extinct in this } 


city. There is no likelihood of their re- 
viva] if the House bill for the repeal of the 
War taxes shall be amended in the manner 
Suggested by the Finance committee. Prob- 
ebly it will be.

beings outside of Adam's family; therefore 
the serpent must have been a human being. 

Syllogistically, Mr. Louther may have 
sinned deeply. Theologically, it is hard 
to see how he has sinned at all. There 
have been many explanations of the ser- 

_ pent. If Mr. Louther is pleased with his 
and derives spiritual refreshment from it, 
why not leave him in peace? He is doin 
ne harm. If the ministers of Kansas are 
really spoiling for a theological controversy 
they can easily find antagonists more worthy 
of their steel. In the great contest between 
Paith and Unfaith the serpent is not a 
Strategic point. If the defenders of or- 
thodoxy wish to be on the firing line and 
see the white of their enemies’ eyes they 
will leave the serpent and rally about In- 
Spiration. It is a waste of time to combat 
such opinions as Mr. Louther’s. It is worse 
than a waste of time. 

Literary frivolities are bad enough with 
their tedious volumes on “the number of 
lines with weak endings in Shakspeare ” 
end “internal evidence as to whether 
Horace did or did not leave his shield on 
the plains of Philippi,” but theological 
frivolities are the very Ultima Thule of 
human endurance, or, in other words, the

GEN. MILES AND THE ARMY BILL. 

Unlike Grant, General Miles will never 
be called the silent soldier. No one will 
blame the ranking General of the army for 
talking when asked to do so by a committee 
of Congress. There is no question about 
the fact that the army reorganization meas- 
ure is distasteful to General Miles and to 
scores of other officers, who see in it the 
killing of cherished hopes of one day com- 
manding the armies of the United States. 
It is an open secret that, ever since the out- 
break of the Spanish war, there has been 
serious trouble between some of the senior 
officers of the line and the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s department. There has been crim- 
ination and recrimination.’ Covert charges 
have been made which, if made publicly, 
would have led to courts of inquiry, if not 
to courts-martial. 

General Miles has felt for the last four 
years that the intent of those in authority 
over him and of some of those supposedly 
subject to his authority has been to keep 
him from exercising the full duties of his 
command, He believes that his recommen- 
dations have been set at naught, and he 
sees in the present reorganization measure 
a menace to his position and tv that of sol- 
diers who will come after him. : 

General Miles is a gallant soldier. He 
enlisted as a private when. the civil war 
began, and in four years he was in com- 
mand of a division. He commanded it well. 
He has conducted masterly Indian cam- 
paigns. So great have been his military 
services that he has a right to speak his 
mind about any proposed changes in the 
military establishment, and his views 
should be given respectful consideration. 

The salient feature of the reorganization 
bill, as it appears to both civilian and sol- 
dier, is the creation of a general staff which, 
to all intents and purposes, shall take upén 
itself as a body the duties of the senior 
officer of the army. The objection of some 
army officers to this is that it creates a 
diffused authority, and that it is too likely 
to make diffused discipline. Under the 
section to which General Miles objects, the 
commanding officer of the army may be as- 
signed to the command of some portion of 
the army, as the President may direct, or 
may be detailed to duty in the general staff 
corps. This means simply that the man 
who has commanded all the troops may be 
sent to some city to be the figurehead of the 
department, or into the field to take com- 
mand of minor operations. . If, on the other 
hand, the army’s senior officer be made a 
member of the staff corps his authority ‘s 
coérdinate with that of many other men 
who may have seen much service and may 
have seen none. 

It is alleged that in the case of the direc- 
tion of operations during a war under the 
staff idea it may be necessary at a critica! 
moment to gather together a number of 
officers to decide whether a General in a 
distant field shall strike the enemy in one 
way or in another. In the meantime the 
enemy may do some striking himself. To 
some extent such a situation would be like 
that when the Naval Board of Strategy at 
Washington was endeavoring to hit on a 
way for the men who were at sea to fight 
their battles. 

On the other hand, the efficiency of an 
army in time of war does not depend upon 
the title of the man who directs its opera- 
tions, but upon the ability of that man. 
The operations of the German army during 
the war with France were guided by Molt- 
ke as chief of the general staff. It hardly 
will be claimed that those operations would 
have been conducted in a more masterly 


manner had his title been that of General | 


Commanding the Army. ~ 

The federal armies were not remarkably 
efficient prior to November of 1861  be- 
cause General Scott was in command of 
them as General Commanding the Army. 
He was succeeded by General McClellan, 
who would have been no more successful 
in his management of affairs had he been 
called Chief of the General Staff. Always 
it is the man who counts for much, the title 
which counts for little. : 

It is the desire of many army officers that 
the senior general officer of the army shall 
become General Commanding when that 
position is vacant. There may be cases 
where that rule will work badly. Seniority 
and merit do not always go hand in hand. 
It is not wise to make an army system’too 
rigid. The bill to which General Miles 
takes exception will give it a degree of 
flexibility which, in the opinion of many 
military experts, it ought to have. 

It would be foolish to copy the German 
general staff system merely because it is 
German and has worked well thus far. It 
would be equally absurd to assume that 
the American system, which has stood 
practically -unchanged for a century, is 9 
masterpiece of military science. There are 
few who do not admit that it has its grave 
defects. Some of them involving the Quar- 
termaster General’s and Commissary Gen- 
eral’s office were much in evidence during 
the Spanish war. 

There is one fact which army officers who 
oppose this bill do not seem to consider. 
It is that in this country, where the civilian 
rules the soldier, the man who has com- 
@anded armies may be pushed into the 
background under the existing system or 
the proposed system. General McClellan 
was ordered home “ to await orders.” Gen- 
era: Sherman, who had led great armies, 
found himself a figurehead at Washington 
when in command of the army, and retired 
in disgust to St. Louis. During the last 
war the Lieutenant General Commanding 
the Army did not, in reality; command it. 
A Chief of the General Staff of the Ameri- 
can army, if there be one, will be no more at 
the mercy of the Secretary of War and 
President than is a commanding General. 


THE SOUTH PARK BOARD. 

The appointments of Lyman A. Walton 
and Henry G. Foreman as members of the 
Board of South Park Commissioners, to 
succeed the late John B. Sherman and 
Joseph Donnersberger (resigned), are in 
every way excellent and will add great 
strength to the board and serve to continue 
public confidence in its efficiency. 

Mr. Walton is an expert accountant and 
has had valuable experience in the banking 
business. His service cannot but be im- 
portant from the financial point of view., 
Mr. Foreman adds to banking experience 
expert knowledge of the real estate busi- 
ness. In this respect he will be to the-board 
what Mr. Donnersberger was. Whatever 
loss of that special knowledge has been 
occasioned by the latter's retirement will be 
made good by Mr. Foreman’s appointment. 

There is every reason to assume that 
the new board will administer its affairs 
in a non-partisan manner. It is true Mr. 
Foreman has been a strong Hanecy man 
and was his chief lieutenant in the Guber- 
natorial campaign two years ago. Mr. 
Crilly and Mr. Hodgkins were also of the 
same faith at.that time. While the ma- 
jority of the board undoubtedly represents 
one wing of the Republican party, still 
the members are men of such character that

it may fairly be assumed the old non-| 


tributed so much~ towards its efficient, 
honest, and economical administration, will 
continue. In view of the resolutions passed 
at the last meeting of the old board barring 
out politics and declaring that the affairs 
of the board shall be conducted on busi- 
ness principles rather than upon lines of 
partisan politics, and in view also of the 
assurances of the newly elected members 
that they will act in the interests of the 
whole people, THe TRIBUNE fails to see 
how the members ‘can depart from the 
traditions of the board> If they do they 
will be’ severely criticised and will retire 
at the close of their terms without enviable 
political or administrative reputations, 
Knowing some of the members as THE 
TRIBUNE does it is difficult to believe they 
would make the sacrifice involved in an at- 
tempt to introduce political methods in park 
administration. The public has good rea- 
son to expect that the affairs of the South 
Park system will be managed in the future 
with the same economy and efficiency which 
has been the rule in the past. 


RUSSIA IS IN MANCHURIA TO STAY. 

Rumors of war between Japan and Rus- 
sia have been coming from Tokio cver 
since the Czar tricked the Mikado out of 
Port Arthur. The Japanese people were 
furious at Russia then and have never since 
been reconciled to the situation. Russia 
has unddubtedly furnished a sufficient casus 
belli. All the powers, excepting France 
and including the United States, sent Rus- 
sia a joint note, the sense of which was that 
they would not consent to the alienation 
ot Manchuria from China to Russia, The 
Czar said that he would not so much as 
ask Manchuria from China if the powers 
objected. 

He did not ask it. He took it without 
asking. Explaining, he said that when the 
province was freed from brigandage and 
the Chinese were themselves able to safe- 
guard the lives and property of the inhabit- 
ants he would move his forces out. Then 
he required the native police to turn over 
all their arms.to him. Unarmed, could 
they suppress brigandage? They could not 
and they have not done so. Last week the 
dispatches told of two “ battles” in Man- 
churia, in each of which the Russians, 
with no killed, defeated the hatives, who lost 
two hundred-odd. Russian “ residents ” 
are today at the great towns of Kirin and 
Mukden, whispering into the ears of the 
Chinese Governors what they must do. The 
Czar also reserved to himself the right 
to defend the railroads which he is building 
from the Transsiberian down across the 
great province. He is known to have 100,- 
000 troops, more or less, in Manchuria\now, 
and instead of withdrawing them hk is 
sending in more every day. He is ‘also 
building great permanent fortrese-barracks 
in the more important towns, which he cer- 
tainly does not intend to turn over to the 
Chinese at any later date. 

Russia owns Manchuria today and for 
many years to come, though she may not 
have the title as yet. The owmership ‘s 
inevigable, regardless of intrigue or treaty, 
for it is the natural outlet of an active and 
warlike race occupying a barren land which 
lies north of and contiguous to a fertile 
and rich country inhabited by a weak peo- 
ple. The strong race on the north will foree 
itself down and take possession, as it has 
done in all history. The same law which 
caused the Persian mountaineers to conquer 
Babylon, the Macedonians to conquer 
Greece, the Gauls to conquer Rome, which 
handed the scepter of Europe from Spain 
to France, which drove the Texans into 
Mexico, has sent the Russian into Man- 
churia. And he has gone there to stay. 

If all the powers jointly ordered Russia 
to get out of Manchuria at once she might 
do it. But she would not do it until after 
at least one pitched battle. And Russia 
would only withdraw her troops out of gun- 
shot of the other troops, no matter what 
she said she would do. So to enforce their 
demands the other troops would have to 
garrison the province. They would estab- 
lish a joint occupation to watch each other, 
for no one of them would be willing to 
relinguish to any other the fruits of a 
campaign so costly. Nor would any one of 
them be willing to finance Japan, let her do 
all the fighting, and enjoy all thé fruits. 
When the expense of the occupation be- 
came unendurable and its futility apparent 
the allies would gradually withdraw. As 
they did so the Cossacks would gradually 
come back across the river, building their 
campfires on the ashes left the day before 
by the bivouacks of the allies. Of course, 
the reoccupation. would be strictly unof- 
ficial. But it would be just as effective as it 
is now. . 

It is only by a concert of action that the 
Russians could be driven from Manchuria. 
With the impregnable seaports of Port Ar- 
thur and Vladivostok, and with railway 
connections to their base of supplies, with 
a population of 130,000,000 and compul- 
sory enlistment, with an already trained 
army of 3,000,000 for immediate service, 
they could hold out against any lesser com- 
bination—especially since they would be 
fighting on their own territory, on the de- 
fensive.

The doughnut is light and 
graceful; so is the symphony. The doughnut has 
form, poetry, spiritual content, and convincingos- 
ity; all of which are possessed by the symphony. 
If it were possible for a doughnut to be melodious, 
I should say that this particular doughnut is; cer- 
tainly the symphony its melody.itself. Both are 
beautiful. It is the first duty of music to be beau- 
tiful, after which it m@y or may not be profound. 
The first duty of a dotighnut, Nkewise, ts to be 
beautiful; for it is as necessary that our eyes 
should be delighted as that our palates should be 
pleasured. One cannot hear a doughnut, you say: 
neither can one see-a symphony, strictly speaking. 
But each may be enjoved in its own way. In my 
forthcoming lecture, ‘ Doughnuts I Have Met.’ I 
will treat this subject more fully. The only critt- 
ciem I have to offer on this admirable Elienborougch 
doughnut Is that it is not quite solid enough for 
my taste. It is, if I may use the term, a Mozart 
doughnut, whereas I should prefer a Brahms 
doughnut—a trifle more body, without sacrificing 
ita many excellences.’’

UTHORITIES estimate that between 
25,000 and 50,000 wild ducks are shot 
off Chicago harbor every winter. It 
is not a record to be proud of, for 
the indiscriminate slaughter which 
goes on all along the lake front during the 
cold months cuts down every year the num- 
ber of birds which go into the breeding ponds 
farther north and west, so that ultimately 
the process is certain to result in their prac- 
tical extinction. 

Most of the men who make a regular busi- 
ness of winter duck hunting are the summer 
fishermen who live in little huts and caves 
along the water's edge and turn to their 
guns when it is no longer possible to get 
a hook into the water. 

Most of the hunting is done along the piers 
and breakwaters at the mouth of the river, 
but there are other more daring men who go 
far out on to the ice and amidst the fleating 
cakes in search of bfue bills, golden eyes, 
and red heads. How dangerous the sport 
is under these circumstances is shown by 
the fact that several duck hunters have been 
drowned during the present season, wiile 
others have been rescued only After a hard 
fight. 

There is an eiement of comedy connected 
with, this winter duck hunting, of which 
many restaurant-keepers have been made 
the victims. All winter long there are 
thousands of old squaw ducks, which come 
down from their summer homes in thearotic 
regions in the fall and make Chicago the 
southernmost limit of their winter trip. 
These black and white beauties, with their 
long, pheasant-like tails, are among the 
most beautiful of the lake visitors, and often 
a couple of hunters will bring ina hundred 
or more of them as the result of a day's 
work. But woe to the man who attempts 
to eat one of them. Their flesh ts black, 
greasy, and ill smelling, and there is, of 
course, no sale for them on South Water 
street, where the edible ducks are mostly dis- 
posed of. Consequently the wise duck hunter, 
with his load of old squaws, hunts out some 
restaurant keeper, new to the business, to 
whom he sells at a good price the absolutely 
inedible creatures. It is needless to state that 
the game is not played on the same res- 
taurant keeper more than once. 

Another trick of which thepatron of 
restaurants is frequently the victim is that 
of selling red head ducks for canvas backs 
at a tremendous price. The two birds some- 
what resemble each other in appearance as 
well as in taste, and it is said that many a’

Winter duck hunters are not always care- 
ful to obey the law which is supposed to 
throw some measure of protection around 
the ducks. They often go out to the piers 
or father out in their boats early in the 
morning, before sunrise, while the ducks are 
still floating: asleep or half awake on the 
surface of the water, and, creeping up 
through the fog, slaughter them by the 
scores. This of cuurse is a distinct infrac- 
tion of the law. 

Another way in which many of the winter 
hunters break the law is in the reckless 
and wanton killing of the big lake gulls,

at which they seem to shoot when no other 
game is in sight. The law strictly pro- 
tects the gulls and the local Audubon so- 
clety is now planning to secure the arrest 
and punishment of such hunters as do not 
let them alone. It is plain that the gulls are 
not killed in ignorance of the law, for their 
dead bodies are simply left to float on the 
waves after they have been killed, the 
hunters realizing that if found in their 
possession it would insure their conviction. 
The winter hunters play many tricks on 
the hungry ducks. Often\ for instance, when 
the lake is frozen and everything is covered 
with ice and snow the hunters will break a 
little open space in the ice, set out their de- 
_ coys, and, themselves wrapped in overcoats 
and head coverings of white sheeting, so as 
u an ummock 
coming of the birds. 
It often happens that there will be only a 
single open place in the ice for a distance of 
several miles. To such a feeding and swim- 
‘ming place the ducks come from long dis- 
tances. They are tired with long flying and 
hungry from the long and fruitless search for 
food, and with both rest and food in sight 
er y realize t their retreat been 
discovered.
